LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

By #e avrival at Philadelphia, of the packet 
Monongahela, and at this port, of the Liverpool 
packet, the John Jay, which left the latter port 
in company, London dates to the 9th, and Liver- 
pool to the 10th of August, have been received. 
We give merely a summary of the news, as our 
papers furnish nothing of 4 very important char- 
acter. 

A battle took place between the troops of Don 
Pedro and Don Miguel, on the 22d and 23d of 
July, on the banks of the Douro, which termina- 
ted in favor of the former; no advantage accrued, 
however, from the ~ory, the want of cavalry 
disabling the conquerers from advancing onward. 
The loss in killed ait wounded on the part of the 
invading army, does not much exceed 300, while 
that of their opponents, from all accounts, is more 
than 1200. Don Pedro still occupies Oporto. 

Paris remains quiet, and the French funds con- 
tinue to rise with extraordinary steadiness. M. 
Benoit, a commissary of the police, was shot in 
a duel by M. Coste, editor of the Temps journal ; 
he expired in twenty-fours afterwards. The Du- 
chess de Berri is still in La Vendee, and enter- 
tains no fear of being discovered. 

The marriage of Prince Leopold, to Her Roy- 
al Highness the Princess Louise Marie Therese 
Caroline Isbelle d’Orleaus, is officially announced 
in the Moniteur of Aug. 4th, to take place on the 
9th, at Compeig: On the of the mar- 
riage, King Louis Phillippe is to give dowries to 
16 young women, whose nuptials are to take place 
on the same day.

AMERICAN WILD HORSES. 

Lewis and Clarke, — of the horses 
found to the west of the Rocky Mountains, say,

his London made rod. He would have put it 
into deep water and trusted to its gratitude to let 
itself be caught secundum artem. He has taken 
great pains to have legal protection afforded to 
the fish and game during the breeding season ;
